The State Police 


Should Be for 


Policemen Only 


On Friday, October in, the Ar- 


kunsus Recorder, state news di- 
KL-st published at Little Rock by 
John F. Wells, reported that Har- 
dy (Spider) Rowland had been add- 
ed to the state police payroll. 


This WHS con firmed in news dis- 


patches from the capital Monday. 
October 22. 


Rowland should be identified as 


a whimsical character who was 
picked up in a night club and built 
into a newspaper columnist by the 
Arkansas Gazelle. As a columnist 
Rowland went to great lengths to 
promote Sidney McMoth for gover- j 
nor. 
I 


Later, tiie Gazette finding itself j 


caught in a strike of news and cir- 
culation workers organized by the 
CIO-Amcrican 
Newspaper 
Guild 


lived to see Rowland turn against 
the paper that had made him fam- 
ous, writing defamalory articles 
for the Guild against the Gazette, 
and circulating them to the papers 
of the smaller cities of Arkansas— 
whose editors promptly threw 'em 
away. 


Rowland's hiring out to the state 


police was discovered first by Ed- 
itor Wells of the Arkansas Record- 
er, and therefore it is worth noting 
what Wells has to say editorially 
about it. He charges that Rowland 
isn't qualified to be a state police- 
man. He says Governor McMath is 
simply discharging a personal po- 
litical debt in putting Rowland on 
the state payroll. And Wells charg- 
es that the governor in doing so 
broke the law which covers qualifi- 
cations lor state police member- 
ship. 


Most citizens will agree that the 


slate police organization should be 
reserved for qualified policemen. 
And on this point Wells has raised 
charges against the administration 
which up to now remain unanswer- 
ed. 


A hedge is apparent, however, in 


the formal announcement 
about 


Rowland's hiring, carried by the 
Associated Press last Monday. The 
dispatch reported: 


"State Police Director 
Herman 


Lindsey said Rowland will handle 
news releases and other written 
material on 
traffic 
and 
safety 


problems.1' 


Thus there is an attempt by the 


McMath administration to declare 
that Rowland was hired not as a 
policeman but as a newspaperman 


That 
is something 
which 
the 


newspapers will contradict. 


In view of the malice which Row- 


land distributed against the stale's 
great morning newspaper you can' 
expect any other paper in Arkan 
sas to trust or give space to any 
thing Rowland now proposes to 
write lor the taxpayers' money. 


It is a deplorable situation, espe 


cially for the stale police, whosi 
membership 
deserve 
something 


better than political patronage anc 
public disrespect.

Iran Premier 
Handed Plan to 
End Oil Fight

Washington, Oct. 24 W)—A new 


plan to end the Iranian-British Oil 
dispute was reportedly 
presented 


to Premier Mossadegh of Iran 
as 


he lunched yesterday with 
Presi- 


dent Truman. 


Secretary pf State Acheson and 


Secretary of Defense Lovett were 
among top American officials who 
joined in the one hour and 45 min- 
utes of luncheon table diplomacy 
at Blair House. 


Mossadegh arrived here yester- 


day from Philadelphia. He came 
to this country to present his case 
against British ownership of Iran's 
oil resources at the United 
Na- 


tions security council. Iran has cu- 
pelled Britain from her oil 
fields 


and refineries. 


Officials were k e eping 
quiet 


about details of the proposal re- 
portedly served up to Mossadegh 
with lunch, but one informed source 
said the broad outlines of one sug- 
gestion were: 


1. Iran would own and" operate 


her oil facilities, with the 
help of 


western technicians suprvised 
by 


a manager from outside Iran 
but 


not of the same nationality as the 
technicians. 


2. Iran would sell her oil at a 


"discount" to Britain, and 
allow 


Britain to market it. 


This was just a suggestion to get 


negotiations between Britain 
and 


Iran going again, the source said. 
Mossadegh's 
re a ction 
was not 


learned. 


The U. N. sidestepped the issue 


by calling upon the world court to 
decide if the U. N. has jurisdiction. 
This gives some time, possibly sev- 
eral months, in which to settle the 
problem by negotiation.

Doctor Ends 
Life After 
Slaying Wife 


Fort Lauderdale, Fla., Oct. 24 M1) 


— A retired Chicago 
chiropodist 


fatally wounded his third wife and 
then took his own life here yester- 
day in what officers said was a 
ease of murder and suicide. 


Deputy Sheriff Joseph Leaird of 


Broward county said Dr. Frank J. 
Furch, Jr., 40, who served eight1 
years in Illinois state prison for 
killing his second wife, shot Mrs. 
Lucy Slingorland Furch, and then 
killed himself lo climax a martial 
rift. 


Between the shootings, the doctor 


beat 
Mrs. Furch's 
1-year-old 


daughter, Pamela, with a gun butt 
and fired three shots at her but 
missed, Leaird reported. Tho child 
suffered cuts and bruises on the 
head but was reported in "good 
condition.' 


Mrs. Furch had filed suit for di- 


vorce Saturday, alleging she had 
beon beaten and threatened. 


Polite early yesterday found Mrs- 


Furch bound and gagged lying on 
a twin bed with a bullet wound in 
her head. Dr. Furch was on the 
living room floor, also with a bullet
